Hou, Roswell G. Horr eiit*‘rtained 
and instructed several th ousand pi'Ople 
at th e Fifth striH^t rink lust Saturday 
evening, and never did h e talk nicer «»r 
appear to better advantage, wh en it is 
remembered th at h e lalKired und« T many 
disadvantages. 
Early in th e evening th e first voters 
began to aswunble at Republican h ead­ 
quarters. Th e unusual stir of th e day,th e 
dtoorations, and th e enth usiasm with 
wh ich th e prospect of glorious victory 
seemed to fill th e public, all served to 
crowd th e stretTs. Th e first sound of 
music brough t stweral h undred p« x >ple to 
th e scene, and wh en th e young men 
started on th eir march th mngh th e 
city th e streets were lined with peoyde 
fo see th em go h y. Th <« y pr« « sented a 
splendid apysarauce us th ey man bed. 
and were (Hmstautly answering th e 
ch tvers of th eir friends and smiles of th e 
ladies with Isiws and lifting of h ats. 
After covering th e yirinciyia] stns*ts of 
th e city th ey march eti to th e Th omyjsoii 
Hou^e, wh en* Mr. Horr and a committee 
of h ading Repnh lioaiis w« -n* awaiting 
th eir (XHuing. 
Mr. H« » rr was driven to 
th e rink in a carriage, and wh en h e 
entered th e syiaidous h uilding, was met 
by a scene seldom witiussed outside of 
East Liverpool. 
For several h ours th e yssiyile h ad Ishui 
gath ering. 
ladiia, wh o knew th ey 
could attend th e mtH*ting with out fear of 
insult fnmi th e platform or rowdyism 
from th e audience, were pnaent by th e 
store. Th « ; gallcri« « s were fllletl, and 
many occupied seats in th e uudiUirium. 
A great (Towd lllled th e seats, and was 
ranged along th e walls, wh ile many 
wh o could not find ch airs tx x ;upied tom- 
mauding positions, and stood during th e 
time Mr. Horr talked. Th e platform 
was neatly decorattsi, and str« ;umers of 
h unting were str« ;tch ed alsmt th e gal­ 
leries. 
Wh en Mr. Horr wm setm making h is 
way down th e righ t aisle toward th e 
platform be was espied by h undriHls, and 
th e crowd broke forth . Th e ch iors wt« re 
loud and made up a h earty welootae 
wh ich th e old gentleman th urongh ly ay>- 
preciated. Onto on th e plutfonn h e 
placed h is tall h at under th e table, 
dropyiod h is muftier into th e h at, and 
smiled upon h is applauding friends. 
Th e h and played a stirring air wh ile th e 
First Voters march ed into th e rink, and 
wh en silence h ad h een sts-urtsi, D. F. 
Nellis asked for order, and W. V. Blake 
called th e vice presid« ?nts to th e plat- 
f(» iu. Doctor Marsh all was introduced 
as ch airman of th e meeting, and a tUir 
reading a retyneet for all h orsemen to 
join th e prot^Msion on Monday evening 
and th e last call to th e old voters, said : 


L adie s and G e nt l e m e n —Th e h onor 
of yiresiding over th is vast amtmih ly is 
appreciated. A stranger migh t well ask 
wh y you are h ere. Th ere are not mauy 
wh o would not answer, ‘Do you not 
know th at sound money, pix gective 
tariff, and th e stability of our lonrts 
h ave been assailed ?’ But I am not h ere 
fcr th e purpose of making a spet*ch ; we 
are aU h ere to h ear th e issues discussed 
by one wh o is able and intelligent, and 
h as traveled th e states ovtu*. Ladies and 
gentlemen, I take great pleasure in in­ 
troducing Hon. Roswell G . Horr.”

Wh eu I was in a h ig factory wh er« » th« *y 
make soda itsh and employ ‘4,000 men, 
I asked th e superintendent if th ey liad 
men wh o h ad worked on th e « gh er side 
of th e Atlantic. 
He said th ey h ad, ami 
lirongh t me 28 of th em. Th ey knew h ow 
much th ey got th ere, and h ow inu<*h 
th « » v g ilt h ere; I put th em down in two 
columns, and you kaow I « ould tell, 1 
triex l th at in 40 faidoriea. and found th e 
p« » ople h ere g« fgting 40, 9 0, and 1‘^ jier 
cent more wages, and I called it « iettled. 
Never both ered th e math emati« » on th at 
again. Th ey h ave reduced th e tariff on 
goods nuide by pauper labor 
mi th e (gh er 
side wh ich compete with goods made 
h ere, and ftgced our mauufacturiTs to 
cut wage« to (» mpete with th em. A cut 
in duty is followed by a cut in wag« » s. 
It is n ^ serious for th e free trade fellows 
wh o dc« ’t do anyth ing, but on th e fel­ 
low wh o works, it’s tough .

Chicago repu diating its 
candidates and making a plea inde­ 
pendently—at whatever co st it may be 
to them selves—a pica independently 
fo r the integrity o f the Demo cratic par­ 
ty and fer the principles u f its o ld lead­ 
ers. (Applau se.) 
I say it is a reassu ring spectacle fo r 
my co u ntrymen. Tho u gh always a Re 
pu blican, I have always held it to be a 
tenet o f Repu blicanism to pu t co u ntry, 
its interests, its integrity and its flag 
abo ve partisanship. 
(Great applau se.) 
I can hardly be expected at this stage 
o f the campaign to intro du ce anything 
new into the discu ssio n which has no w 
been pro gressing so lo ng. It has been, 
in a higher degree than any campaign 
o f which I have kno wledge, an edu ca 
tlo nal eampaign, and In this wo rk o i 
edu catio n the newspaper press o f the 
eo u ntry has bad a co nspicu o u s and 
wo rthy part. 
Great as has been the 
co ntribu tio n to the co u ntry in pas 
campaigns o f the American press, it 
has 
never 
rendered so co nspicu o u s 
service as it has rendered in this cam­ 
paign. 
The issu es have been lu cidly 
and m inu tely stated in the bearing o l 
the peo ple with that deliberatio n and 
tem peram ent which is practicable in 
w riting where there is easy access to 
au tho rity and to data. 
The vo ice o f the campaign o rato r is 
lim ited; it depends u po n the aid o f the 
press fo r any wide o r perm anent influ 
ence th at it may have. 
And never be 
fo re in the histo ry o f this co u ntry, cer­ 
tainly never since the stru ggle u f 1861, 
has the great and po tent po wer o f the 
great newspapers o f the co u ntry beec 
IK) 
u nitedly, so intelligently and so 
po werfu lly exerted in behalf o f tru e 
principles in go vernment and finance.
